Bill for Creation of the Board Has 
Been Drawn and Public Criti­ 
cism of Its Provisions 
W ill Be Asked. 


Washington, May 12.—The commis­ 
sion on industrial relations ha5 Grawn 
lift a tentative draft of a bill creating 
a national hoard of mediation and 
conciliation to deal with all strikes 
and lockouts in any part of the coun­ 
try that seems likely to involve the 
federal government. 
The draft will he sent out lo tho 
public with a request for criticisms, 
aud in the public hearings of uie com­ 
mission, beginning in New York this 
week, 
criticisms 
and 
suggestions 
will lie asked for. 
The bill provides strictly for volun­ 
tary conciliation, and expressly de 
Hies to the board 
any 
compulsory 
powers of arbitration or prohibition 
of strikes or lockouts. 
In this re­ 
spect it avoids all conflict over any 
question or state or interstate juris­ 
diction. 
A memorandum accompany­ 
ing the bill points out that witnin the 
past year congress has been called 
upon to investigate strikes in the 
three states of West Virginia. Michi­ 
gan and Colorado, and that in the 
latter state federal troops bai to be 
called in. 
All of those strikes in- 
\olved interstate shipment of gun 
men and strikebreakers. 
A precedent for a federal commis 
sion is found in the anthracite coal 
strike commission of 1902, which set­ 
tled the great strike in Pennsylvania. 
It is pointed out that all efiorts at 
conciliation in recent 
strikes 
have 
failed, and that if the federal govern­ 
ment is compelled to intervene after 
matters have reached a crisis, it is 
advisable that the government should 
have a permanent board, represent­ 
ing the entire nation, and having the 
confidence of both 
employer? 
and 
employes, to intervene ai the incep­ 
tion of such disputes. 
The bill Is modeled somewhat after 
the plan of the Newlands act creating 
the present board of conciliation and 
mediation for dealing with disputes 


on railways. 
The commission has authorized ex­ 
tensive investigations of the working 
of other boards of mediation end con­ 
ciliation in the various states and Ti 
foreign countries, and the tentative 
bill is the first result of these inves- 
ligations.

.the bill is its plan for co-operation

Washington, May 12.—While peace 
negotiations marked 
time, pending 
formal sittings of the South Ameri­ 
can mediators at Niagara Falls, Can­ 
ada, the mediators and officials of 
the state department

with several serious phases of the 
Mexican situation demanding imme­ 
diate attention.

freed. 
First official news of the landing 
of American sailors on Lobos Island 
reached the navy 
department 
late 
Monday night. 
Rear Admiral Mayo 
cabled that the Mexican keepers de­ 
serted the great lighthouse on the 
island and the destroyer Dixie was 
“ maintaining it for the benefit of nav­ 
igation.” 
Departmental officials were confi­ 
dent that the explanation would make 
it plain there had been no violation of 
the armistice and that the command­ 
er of the Dixie had done only what 
■was necessary to insure the safety 
of shipping. 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt said 
the Dixie and the destroyers went to 
Lobos Island only because it was a 
convenient place to coal and that the 
lighthouse
